THE PINAIi DEBATE. 

'I'lie most important dobaio which has yet 
toliou place in the House of Assembly will 
oomo on to-day. The union question will, wo 
Lopo, bo finally ecttloil so far aa tho Lower 
House can bciiIo il. I.'Jt ihoreroru ovory 
membur who valuu3 llio iiileroslj ol tho 
oonotry be at his post. When wu say thu 
debate will bo a mjst important ono, wu do 
not mean that we are to liave any very long 
or TCty original speeohoa, or that anything 
liko ftn animated war of words will 
take place between the lion, ineinberi--, 
bat rather that the decision ol Iho House 
may nffoct lor good or ill the luture 
prosperity of not only Voncouver Island 
but ol iSritlsh (Jolumbio. It is not now 
a question, thanks to the uoioa ruiolu- 
tions of tbo Assembly, of whether wo shull 
have union, or whuther wi; sluill not ; for ll n 
mattor has, hcyi'i.J c.-ivil, reooivod Ihe aiinc- 
tiou of tha Imperial Guvornmenl ; but it i.-i 
whether wo are to have a systom of Govern- 
ment unsuileJ to our condition, and iCBtric- 
tioas or stipulations imposed that may be tho 
nonrco of endless heartburnings in tho future. 
Wo do net believe Hor iMiijosty's Government, 
and more especial ly thu Ilooso ol Commons, 
would willingly do an injuetico to the peo()le 
o( any o( tbo ootonief. On theoonirary, 
the policy of Great Britain bas of 'ate years 
beeo one of the utmost liberality and concili- 
ation,— evincing a disposition rather to allow 
tbo colonies lo shift lor thtniselves than to 
lie them down to Imperial predik'Ctioos: The 
gtcal prinelplo now enunciated is that every 
colonial settlement must support itself. This 
o( course implies but one thing, and that is 
eelf-gOTerDment ; for it would be simply 
monstrous to ask a people to assume all the 
responsibilities ol supportin,' a government 
wilhoul Kiving thorn at tho same lime a full 
control of their owu financevi. Il is there- 
foro with no dreaJ that the Imperial author- 
ities will give us a constitution tbat will 
take away from us any of ibo powers or 
privileges which wo possess that we call 
upon both colonies lo lay their views before 
Mr. Card well ; but simply that iho llonio 
Uovoinment may havu tho benolit ol tli/\ 
opinions of those most inteiested in tho pro- 
posed change, and 80 shupo the constitution 
for tbo united colonies in a way tbat will 
meet with general acceptation; 

The early days ol Kti'.isli Columbia made 
it probably necessary that tho lawmakii'.g 
ns-woll .as the Executive power should be 
conceutrated in the lumtls of a singlo person, 
but the general toner of all tbo des 
patches of ^ir Edward Bulwet Lytton 
lo the Governor was to inaugurate represen- 
tative Government as quickly as possible 
Migratory ns the people were even as hw.

Independent of all 
this British Columbia is becoming more 
and more n settled colony. The vested 
interests in tho country never were fin 
great ns they are in-day. Tho claims, 
therefore, of the neighboring colony, even il 
aha were to continue isolated, to aelf-goveru- 
ment could not for a moment be disputed ; 
how much less when she beooaies a mcinhcr 
of a more settled country that hag been in

Tin) only d,\rr;er i the 
ono wo li.ive pr'.viniisly jjuiiilcd e.i!, an I l! 'iI 
is the probability uf receiving an inipruelieutde 
conslitation like tho ono wo have got, or a 
system of Uovorninent thai will allow too 
large an official element in tho rcpresiuta 
live body, liy the former system the in- 
habitants of Vancouver l-hitd havo ioan the 
logifilalivi! work ol tv.n yc.ir. i-calteied to tl'.e 
winds through the ouitructivenebd of tlu 
Upper House; and tho latter scheme v.i o:! 
scarcely mend matters. To prevent the pos- 
Bibility of either of theso modes of (JuVi rn- 
mcnts being imposed on thu uuiled eulony is 
tho duty of ovtry persm who leu tho W( l;a[e 
of Vaneonver Ishmd ,uid l!.-ili~h Coliunl ia a! 
heart. It is tliis doty which should urge the 
mambers ol tho Assembly to day to take 
such nolion as will bring the voice of both 
colonies to bear on the Home Govern- 
ment.

(ions. Then tbo groat lilea was to got tlo 
Impotial authorities to approach tho subject 
as epoedily as possible, and the resolutions 
bavo had the desired cffeot. Her Majowty's 
(joTcrninciit have decided ori iinilin>; iho 
eoluniep. Our position Is now an a.l vano. «! 
ono; wu have no longer to light tho (piostu ii 
of union ; we have no longer to battio 
against Kow Westminster; On the con- 
trary wo bavo to flgbt with ber to obtain 
the best possiblo. form of Government. 
What was our policy whilo standing 
isolated, is not our poliey when the 
ncighboiiii;; colony is willing to oo-opcrato 
with us. Il is tho inlcrortof Biilish Colum- 
bia as well as uf Vancouver Island to have a 
Oovornmeni, in its general syslcm aa well as 
in lis details, suited to tho country, and we 
hope tho lloufco lo-duy will do its utmoBt to 
fooilitalo thu concoiitrnlioii of the ojiiniuiu ol 
tbo pooplo of both ouloiiicd on thin impoilani 
fabjcot.
